EARLY FRIEND OF TUSKEGEE. 


WTien President Asked Prof. Wash¬ 
ington To Recommend a Man 
Choice Fell Upon Jones. 


HE IS POPULAR IN AlLABAMA. 


rhe Alabama Democrats who oppose 
e ratification of the nevr Constitution 
at a raecftlng held in Birmingham yes¬ 
terday, proposed that an election of 
white voters only be held one week In 
advance of the regular election, each 
side to be bound by the result. It Is 
believed the ratlflcatlonlsts vrlU reject 
this proposttlon. 

Four men were killed, two were mor¬ 
tally wounded and three others were 
slightly wounded during a fight which 
occurred Sunday between the Morgans, 
of Lee county. Va,, and the Chadwells. 
of Claiborne. Tenn., at Big Springs, 
near Taaewell, Tenn.

Judge Hanaon Kennedy, of Carlisle, 
who was nomlnt^led by the Democrats 
of the Eighteenth judicial district to 
make the race for Circuit Judge, has 
been forced, on account of lll-health. to 
decline the nomination. J. J. Osborne, 
of Cynthlana, has been chosen in his 
place. 

The House of Deputies of the Epis¬ 
copal Triennial Conference In San 
Francisco, after an animated debate, 
yesterday adopted an addition to that 
portion of the constitution prescribing 
the form of worship, which is expected 
to result In a large increase In mem¬ 
bership. 


Washington. Oct 7.—fSipeclal.]—The 
President to-dty apt;oj|;^ted ex-Gov. T. 
G. Jones, of Alrfouma, J’iidge of the Fed¬ 
eral judicial district of Alabama, made 
vacant by the death of Judge Bruce. 

Judge Jones Is a gold Democrat and 
during the Constitutional Convention 
opposed the adoption of the disfranchise 
Ing clause In the new Constitution which 
will be ratified In November. He is one 
of the best lawyers In the State and was 
strongly Indorsed by the Alabama bar. 
In Alabama circles It Is understood that 
Judge Jones owes his appointment In no 
small degree to Prof. Booker T. Wash¬ 
ington. 

President Roosevelt has a high regard 
for Prof. Washington and several days 
ago consulted him regarding Southern 
patronage. The high character of Judge 
Jones, and the position he holds In the 
estimation of the people of the Slate 
singled him out aa good material for the 
first experiment in the matter of the so- 
called “Southern policy.” 

It seems that the President complete¬ 
ly Ignored the regular Republican can¬ 
didates for the position. 

• • • 

Other Democrats Chosen: 


The fact that the President has select¬ 
ed Senator McLaurln’s candidate, 
Loomis Blalock, for the South Carolina 
collectorshlp, and that John G. Capers, 
another Democrat, has been appointed 
Republican National Committeeman of 
South Carolina, coming with the an¬ 
nouncement from the White House to¬ 
day that a Democrat has been appoint¬ 
ed to one of the highest positions In 
Alabama, has caused a good deal cf 
speculation as to the attitude of the reg¬ 
ular Republican organizations In the 
South toward the new President. 

At present all the officeholders In the 
South are Republicans and In their sev¬ 
eral positions largely control the actions 
of their party. The best opinion Is that 
self-preservation will prevent their split¬ 
ting with the Executive, even If the un¬ 
expected happens and the President con¬ 
tinues to Ignore them in the matter of 
appointments. 

Few politicians believe that the ap¬ 
pointment of Democrats not entirely In 
sympathy with their party tvlll have any 
perceptible effect upon the actual num¬ 
ber of votes cast for and against the 
two parties In the South. Measured by- 
votes alone, the Democrats are about to 
gain more than they lose. 


FRIENDSHIP FOR THE NEGRO. 

It Was That Which Won Mr. Jones 
His Appointment. 

Chicago, Oct. 7.—[Special.]—The Inter 
Ocean’s Washington corrospendent tele¬ 
graphs his paper to-night as follows: 

“The appodinlment of ejt-Gov. Thiomaa 
O. Jones, of Alabama, as United States 
Judge for the Middle and N^^rthern dis¬ 
tricts of that State was made by Presl. 
dent Roosevelt to-day a.s the beginning 
of his new policy In regard to Southern 
appointmenta Gov. Jones has always 
been a Democrat, but one of the old 
Southern school, who held himself re¬ 
sponsible to high Ideals while In office. 

“He was the youngest officer on Gen, 
Gordon’s staff In the Confederate army. 
As a law*yer and a politician alnoe the 
war, he has been a strong defender of 
the Constitution, and has refused to 
follow the Democratic party through all 
Us wanderings In the wilderness of 
doubtful Iseues. lie did not desert that 
party, but ceased to advocate Its pol¬ 
icies.

AMEER OF AFGHANISTAN 

DIED AFTER BRIEF ILLNESS 


The Ruler Was Seriously Stricken On Sep* 
tember 28 and Expired Five 
Days Eater.

London, Oct. 7.—A news agency pub¬ 
lishes the following dispatch from Sim¬ 
la. dated this evening: 

Habib Oullnh Kahn, eldest son of the 
Ameer of Afghanistan, has reported to 
the British agent at Catul that the 
Ameer died las»t Thursday, after a brief 
Illness. 

A dispatch to the Associated Preea 
from Simla oaya the Aracer was taken 
seriously 111 September 28. Habib Oul- 
lah Kahn, on October 2, asked in Dun¬ 
bar that public prajers be offered for 
the Ameer. On the morning of October 
3. Habib Oullah Kahn announced that 
his father had expired at 3 o’clock that 
morning. Nothing la known of the state 
of affairs at Cabul. 

• • • 

Shock To England. 


No confirmation has been received at 
the Foreign Office of the reported death 
of the Ameer of Afghanistan, but the 
accuracy of the report is not doubled. 
In view of the existing critical situation 
in South Africa, the news sent s >methlrg 
like a shock through the United King¬ 
dom. Great confidence, however. Is ex¬ 
pressed on all sides In the ability of the 
Indian Viceroy to deal with the situa¬ 
tion. 


At Simla it la believed that Habib 
Oullah Khan, who was regarded by his 
father as hla successor, and had long 
had a share In the country, will assume 
the succession peaceably. He la at Ca¬ 
bul. For some years under his father's 
controlling hand he has had charge of 
the army and the State Treasury and 
the Supreme Court of Appeal. He la re¬ 
garded as a wise and temperate ruler, 
favorable to Great Britain, but less maa- 
lerful than his father, and for this rea¬ 
son less likely to be strong enough to 
govern the fierce, unruly tribes or to 
resist the attempts of his brothers to 
seize power. 

• • • 

Confidence Expressed. 


The editorials In the morning papers 
express confidence that with a strong 
Viceroy and a strong government at 
home, any possible complications follow¬ 
ing the death of the Ameer will be firm¬ 
ly and prudently met. There- fS, how¬ 
ever, art underlying current of uneasi¬ 
ness discernible as to whether Russia 
will seize the op|)ortunlty to push her 
frontier forward. The British troops In 
India, owing to the South African war, 
are now below their normal strength. 
It will be Impossible to take any more 
for South Africa, and the news will still 
further encourage the Beers to prolong 
their resistance. 


Every Right Abandoned 
Without Compensation 


•*Mt. Jones ow-e* his appolTrtmemt 
largely to t'lii?NR'ay In which he treated 
the negroes of Alabama while he wua 
Govemor and since. As Governor, he in¬ 
sisted that he was Govemor for all the 
people, black and white, and he tried 
to enforce the laws against lynching. 
He tried to encourage the negro schools 
and he opposed efforts to reduce their 
educational fund to correspond to the 
taxe« the negroes paid.

London. Oct. 7.—The Washington cor¬ 
respondent of the Daily Chronicle gives 
the alleged substance of a provisional 
canal treaty abrogating tJie Clayton- 
Bulw'er treaty.

He asked Washington 
whom he should appoint aa Judge, r.nd 
the negro professor declined to nomi¬ 
nate anyone, as he w-na not a poli¬ 
tician and had never sought office for 
his friends. 

'•The ITesldeni led him to talk abnut 
tho leading lawyers of Alabama, and 
Washington spoke in complimentary 
terms of several, but when he ei>oke 
of Gov. Jones he unconsciously dis¬ 
played his friendship for the man, and 
without Intending to do so recommend¬ 
ed him for the appolntmcnt- 

Wheii he had finished President 
Roosevelt said: “I will appoint this 
man Jones If he will accept the office. 
From your talk. Mr. Washington. 1 
see you regard him as the best possi¬ 
ble man for the place. I believe in 
your judgment, especially of white men 
and Democrats, and I will appoint 
Jones if you think he will accept.”

Jones Greatly Surprised. 

“Prof. WftshlngtDon did not know 
whether Gov. Jones would accept the 
appointment from a Republican Presi¬ 
dent. but he ofr*?red to find out. The 
result of that interview at the While 
House was that Booker T. Washing¬ 
ton left on the midnight train for Mont¬ 
gomery', Ala., to consult Gov. Jones 
and tell him of President Roosevelt’s 
intention to apjiolni him. Gov. Jonea 
was surprised, ns he had no thought 
of a Federal appointment. But he rcc- 
ognlzed it as a great compliment, and 
when he understood that it was with- 
tul m:/ suggestiou as to the future. 


and solely on the recommendation of 
the negro professor, he decided It was 
a compliment he could not put aside. 
He agreed to accept, and the appoint¬ 
ment was announced to-day. 

• • • 

Will Still Be a Democrat. 


•’Judge Jones will contimie to call him¬ 
self a Democrat, but he has for five 
years been out of harmony w'lth his 
party leaders. He was a Cleveland 
Democrat, and had no sympathy with 
Mr. Bryan and his Populist following 
or David B. Hill and Tammany. He 
believes In the gold standard, protection 
•to American products and expansion. 
He Is In harmony with all the national 
principles of the Republican party, and, 
as he accepts his nomination from the 
hands of a negro, he has no great 
prejudice against recognizing negroes 
as citizens. In fact, he did so as Gov¬ 
ernor, and has always fought for the 
negroes in Alabamif convemlons.

Others To Be Named. 

“Thpre areother Federal appohrtmf nts 
to be made In the South, and the Pres¬ 
ident hopes to be as fortunate with 
them as he has been with that In Ala¬ 
bama. 

“Where he can find men of Gov. Jones* 
caliber he will not ask so much about 
ihclr politics an he will w*hether they 
will accept. He propose.^ to select the 
best men for office, regardless of poli¬ 
tics.

COUNSEL WILL TUT TO SWEAR

ANOTHER CARD IF THAT FAILS. 


Effort Will Then Be Made To Obtain 
a Continuance of the 
Cose. 


MANY WITNESSES ON HAND. 


Georgetown. Ky.. Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
When the Circuit Court convenes to¬ 
morrow morning at 9 o’clock the ca.se 
of former Secretary of State Caleb 
Powers, charged with being an acces- 
Bcry to the murder of Gov. William 
Goebel, will be called for the second 
time. 

The first trial resulted In a sentence 
of life Imprisonment for Powers, but 
the prisoner holds to the belief that 
the second hearing will make him a 
“free man.” 

The attorneys for the prisoner will 
file an affidavit the first thing to-mor¬ 
row setting forth alleged records why 
Judge James E. Cantrill should not pre¬ 
side over the court In the second trial. 
The affidavit was filed to-day, but was 
not read In open court on account of 
the absence of the defendant, who will 
not be brought into the court room un¬ 
til his case la called. 

It la apparent that Powers’ attorneys 
went lo go Into trial If they can suc¬ 
ceed In getting Judge Cantrill off the 
bench. Otherwise they will make a 

hard fight for a continuance. 

• • • 

The Allegations Made. 

The affidavit Is lenthy, contains some 
ten or twelve reasons, which the pris¬ 
oner claims are sufficient catise to pre¬ 
vent Judge Cantrill sitting In the case. 
In substance the affidavit Is os fol¬ 
low's: 

That Judge Cantrill Is an ardent 
DcmcKrat, while the prisoner Is a 
airon^Republican: that the Judge waa 
a close personal friend of William Goe¬ 
bel and was deeply stung by his death; 
that Judge Cantrill Is now a Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for United States Sen¬ 
ator and has showm political feeling 
against the men accused of Oov. Goe¬ 
bel’s murder. The Judge Is also al¬ 
leged to have made remarks from the 
bench In Powers’ first trial which 
showed that he was prejudiced and 
was unable to give the defendant a 
fair trial The affidavit sets forth that 
Judge Cantrill bears a personal hostil¬ 
ity to Powers, and that he once told 
C. K- Wallace, of Frankfort, that he 
had no use for him. The Judge, It Is 
alleged, denied Attorney W. C. Owens 
sufficient time to make hU argument 
In the first trial and allowed Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Franklin more than 
the allotted time. 

The defendant also claims that the 
Judge gave an exhibition of hla po¬ 
litical feeling In hla recent charge to 
the Franklin county grand jur>* when 
he compared the deed of Czolgos*, who 
assassinated President McKinley, to the 
conspiracy which resulted In Goebel’s 
death, and changing the difference In 
public feeling at the time the crimes 
were committed. 

• • • 

Also Alleges Unfair Methods. 

The affidavit also charges that Judge 
Cantrill showed hostility toward Powers* 
attorneys In the first trial. The docu¬ 
ment saya that D5 per cent, of the voters 
*of Scott county are Democrats and big 
percentage of the Republicans are ne¬ 
groes. The affidavit then suggests that 
unfair methods were used In the former 
trial In making up the jury, and the 
prisoner claims that the Judge Iq order¬ 
ing that no preachers of the Gospel or 
women should visit him In his cell Is a 
further exhibition of an unfriendly 
spirit. 

• • • 

Contention of the Commonwealth. 

The attorneys for the Commonwealth 
claim to-night that the affidavit for tho 
most part Is a recitation of the defend¬ 
ant’s exceptions filed In the Court of 
Appeals. They say the document con¬ 
tains no legal reasons why Judge Can- 
trlll should vacate the bench, and are 
mere assertions which are unsupported 
by proof. When the affidavit Is read In 
court Judge Cantrill Is expected to an¬ 
nounce whether he will preside during 
the hearing of the case. If he should 
vacate the bench It will be necessary for 
the members of the Georgetown bar to 
select a special Judge. 

The attornej*s for Ihe Commonwealth 
to-night prepared a reply to the affi¬ 
davit. hut It l9 not believed they will 
file It. It is also the belief that there 
will be no dlp.'usslon of the matter by 
the attorneys, the que-tlon as to who 
will preside over the court resting en¬ 
tirely with Judge Cantrill himself.

The Continuance Argument. 

The prime re-ison which the attorneys 
for the prisoner will advance for a con¬ 
tinuance of the cast* Is that tho man¬ 
date of the Court of Appeal* granting 
Powers k new t: lal has not b ‘en proper¬ 
ly filed. In court to-day Attorney Jas. 
C. Simms, one of Powers* counsel, said

Hear Admiral S c h 1 e y’s 
Conduct At Santiago 


Newport. Ky.. Oct. 7.-tSpeclal.]—In 
the Campbell Circuit Court to-day 
fudge Hodge delivered a charge con¬ 
sisting of sixty-seven typewritten pages 
to the grand jury, in It he touched 
upon almost every crime In the criminal 
code, and the last twenty-five or thirty 
pages were devoted to a discussion of 
gambling. Including the crime of play¬ 
ing of cent-ln-the-slot machines, bet¬ 
ting on an election and belting on horse 
races. The court holds that gamblers 
are unwelcome in any community. They 
attract and encourage loafers and a dis¬ 
reputable class of people, who contrib¬ 
ute nothing to the Commonwealth ex¬ 
cept w'hat Is from time to time forced 
from them as fines for shameless 
breaches of the law. Continuing, the 
court said: 

We come to a subject cf general local 
interest. I mean the migration of th<r Cov- 
ington poolrooms to this county. During 
the la.5t month some public interest wa^ 
caused by the report of the opening oi 
such a room at Huber's Garden, on the 
Alexandria pike. The best interests of ihu 
community, however, required terlouj ac¬ 


tion by authorised officials acting within 
w'ell-beaten paths of procedure, marked 
out and designated by law*, and any In- 
UTference with which, no matter how 
friendly, could only tend to compilcat.-; 
the court’s action. The criminal statutes 
and laws of :his State are enforcrd In thin 
county through the medium of the Crimi¬ 
nal Court. The failure to realize this In 
the case In nuisilon—I mr>an concerning 
the matter of the Huber poolrooms—has 
caused much excitement. Inflaming the 
passions of reckleas men. Inviting danger 
to those in authority, together with poes - 
' ble and sctusl breaches of the peace. Not 
I abating nor delaying one minute in the 
invaatiKatlons of ail the matters before 
you, probe deeply and act quickly In ih.s 
I matter: also examine Into the circum¬ 
stances surrounding it, aird accuse all w'lio 
aided or partlclr<ated In any degree. The 
assertion that such an offense (betting In 
, poolrooms) exists by no means e.^tablUhei 
j It. and nothing this court may #ay is to 
I be taken as a prejudiced opinion In this

PROPOSE A VOTE OF WHITE MEN 

ON ALABAMA’S CONSTITUTION 


Those Who Oppose the New Document 
Suggest a Special Election, Each Side 
To Be Bound By the Result. 


B rmlngham. Ala., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
The flist mee.lng of the Campaign Com. 
mltlee of those Democrats who are op¬ 
posing the ratification of the new Con¬ 
stitution was hold here this afternoon 
at the headquarters of Gen. Charles M. 
Shelley, who Is State campaign chair¬ 
man. It appears to be the consensus 
of opinion that the opposition would 
win provided the anti-ratlfica(lon|8ta 
w'ere not counted out by fictitious ma¬ 
jorities In <he black belt. The confer¬ 
ence w'as largely composed of ex-offlee- 
holders, showing in this resp€^ct a 
marked contrast to the ratlficatlonlsts, 
who represent the dominant Demo¬ 
cratic faction. After an open confer¬ 
ence, In which the antl-ratlficatlonists 
expressed confidence In the result in 
case of a fair election, the Campaign 
Committee met In executive sesaion and 
organize<1. 

As the result of the session the op¬ 
ponents of ratification agreed upon a 
proposition to submit the question of 
ratification to a primary election of 
white voters, to be held a few days 


before the final election November 11. 
The terms of the proposition are that 
the ratlflcationlsts and the opponents 
of ratification shall be allowed equal 
representation In each voting precinct, 
and that both sides shall be bound by 
the result. 

(Chairman Oscar W. Underwood, of 
the Ratification Campaign Committee, 
said to-night that he had not yet re¬ 
ceived the proposition cf the antis, but 
when It came It would have to be sub¬ 
mitted to his committee as a whole. 
It is the general opinion that It will 
not be accepted. The nntl-ratificatlonlsta 
opened their campaign here with a rally 
at Seal’s Hall to-night, where former 
Congressmen W. H. Denson and J. F. 
Stallings spoke before about 40 people. 
They confined themselves chiefly to at¬ 
tacking the suffrage clause of the new 
Constitution, claiming that it was un¬ 
constitutional. 

State Chairman William Vaughan, of 
the Republican State Executive Com¬ 
mittee. to-night issued a call for a 
meeting of his committee to he held 
here next Monday to take steps to in- 
^^uratc a vigorous campaign against 
ffle ratification of the new’ Constitu¬ 
tion.

Many New Witnesses. 


Notwithstanding this complaint of 
the attorneys for the defense. It la be¬ 
lieved to-night that the case w’lll be 
tried. The statement that Judge Con- 
trlll is too ill to try the case Is de¬ 
nied by his friends. The Judge la not 
In robust health, but he Is much Im¬ 
proved. and if there should be a con¬ 
tinuance It will not be due to his lll- 
health.

Mr. Goebel said to-night that he sin¬ 
cerely believed that Oov. Durbin would 
honor Oov. Beckham’s requisition for 
fugitives Taylor and Finley, and that 
both of these would be'in the hands of 
the Kentucky authorities within six 
months. Mr. Goebel said Him Gov. 
Durbin told him positively that he had 
not intimated to a living 'trelr.g what 
he would do in regard to the requisition, 
and that his mind was not made up.

SHOT TO KILL 


Fatal Fi^ht Occurs Near 
Tazeivell, Tenn. 


FOUR MEN MEET DEATH. 


TWO MOBTALLT WOUNDED AND 
THREE OTHERS STRUCK. 


RESULT OF AN OLD FEUD. 


Mlddleahoro, Ky.. Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
Four men were killed, two were mor¬ 
tally vroundod and three others were 
slightly wounded In a fight which oc¬ 
curred Sunday morning during a meet¬ 
ing at the Union Baptist church at Big 
Springs, ten miles fPDm Tazewell, Tenn., 
between the Chadwells, of Claiborne. 
Tenn., and the Morgans, of Lee county, 
Va. The dead are: 

Tip and John F. CThadwell and Rush 
and Henry Morgan. 

Mortally wounded: John Morgan and 
Asa Chad well 

Wounded: Jonea, leg broken; Neabley, 
flesh wound; Sheriff Brook, slight. 

The shooting occurred just before the 
11 o’clock services at church began, and 
there w’ere several hundred persons in 
or near the building. Tip Chadwell 
went to a spring, fifty yards from the 
door. Rush Morgan was at the spring 
and began firing at Chadwell, Both fac¬ 
tions Immediately gathered a few steps 
from the church and opened fire. After 
an exchange ot over one hundred Fhnts 
both sides w*. Ihdrew. About twenty-five 
or thirty men were engaged In the fight. 
• • • 

Congregation Frightened. 

T. J. Edwards, a merchant of this clly. 
wiio was attending (he church services, 
saya at the first firing the entire con¬ 
gregation fled to a place of safety. 

The direct cause of the trouble grew 
out of the shooting of James Estep, one 
of Morgan’s followers, a short time ago 
near Rose Hill. Va., by one of the Chad- 
wells. Enmity has existed, however, 
between the two famlies for years, 
dating back as far as tlie Civil War, 
w'hen the Chadw’ells were strong South¬ 
erners, while the .Morgans w’^re Union 
sympathizers. 

Sheriff James BroLik attempted to ar¬ 
rest one of the Chadwells, who resiated. 
and both Brook and Chadwell were 
w\>unded, 

TIh- sltu.atlon to-night at the scene 
of the fight Is gloomy, and It la the gen- 
j oral opinion that more bloodshed in cer¬ 
tain to follow : 

A report reached this city to-night, hy 
way «>f Tazewell, Tenn., that a second 
clash iv^tw’een the fa«’tlon8 had occurred 
late this afternoon, but the story’ Is 
yet unconfirmed. At noon, when a 
horseman arrived hero from Ewi*ig. 
Va.. five milts from Big Spnungs, ih) 
more trouble had occurred. aJth iiTgn th^ 
feeling was at tension. Both fncrlnns 
W'ere barricad\‘d hi* Lii^lr homes and 
were armed to tho teeth. Many believe 
that they are waiting for darkness to 
ivnew the trouble.

SAID "DAMN THE TEXAS,” 


But Words Were Merely Uttered la 
Moment cf Irritation—CipL 
Folger’fl Evidence, 


CLAIMS BLOCKADE INEFFECTIVE 


Washington. Oct. 7.—Lieut. Com¬ 
mander Hodgson lo-day again occu¬ 
pied the greater part of the time of 
the Schley Court of Inquiry as a wit¬ 
ness. He was foUow’ed on the stand 
by Capt. William L. Folger, formerly 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance of the 
Navy Department, but commander of 
the New Orleans during the Spanish 
war. LieuL Dynon also was recalled 
to add some details to his former tes¬ 
timony concerning the coal supply of 
the American fleet during the Santiago 
blockade. 

Commander Hodgson repeated and 
extended his story of the battle of July 
3, giving the opinion that Commodore 
Schley’s conduct on that occasion was 
such aa that of a Cornmandcr-ln-Chlef 
should have been. He also explained 
at some length his correspondence with 
Admiral Schley concerning the alleged 
colloquy between them while the San- i 
tiago engagement was in progress. He 
said ho had had no controversy with 
the Commodore, but he repeated that 
the Commodore had said: “Damn the 
Texas,” when told that that vessel was 
in danger. 

• • • 

Blockade Ineffective. 


CapL Folger said that the bombard¬ 
ments of the Cristobal Colon on May- 
Si had been eminently successful In de¬ 
veloping the strength of the Spanish 
shore batteries, and had shown them 
to be very weak. He also said that 
if the Spanish vessels had attempted 
to escape at night they could not have 
been seen by the blockading fleet in 
bad w'eatl\pr. 

The crowd In attendance was as 
large as at any previous lime, indi¬ 
cating that the interest In the case 
is unabated. It had been expected that 
the Navy Department would be able 
to complete Its presentation of the case 
by the close of Inst week, but when 
the court opened to-day CapL Lemly’s 
list of witnesses still contained almost 
a dozen names. Prominent among 
these Is Capt. Chadwick, who was Ad¬ 
miral Sampson's chief of staff, and 
w’ho was In Immediate command of tho 
flagship New York during the Santiago 
campaign. 

• • • 

Points For Schley. 


Lieut. Commander Hodgson, who was 
navigator of the Brooklyn, w'as colled 
to continue his narrative, and was on 
the stand for several hours. ’The fa¬ 
mous Hodgaon-Schley correspondenos 
consumed much of the time. The cro.s«- 
examlnatlon developed several points in 
favor of Schley. 

The witness. In res»po«e to a re¬ 
quest from Mr. Rayner, continued hi® 
description of the naval battle of July 
3, from the point where he had dropped 
that description at Capt. Lemly’a re¬ 
quest while he was on the stand Fri¬ 
day. 

“The Brooklyn did all she could. She 
got into action just as quick as steam 
could carry her there. We commenced 
firing as soon as the first gun on tti® 
port bow would bear and we kept the 
port battery firing until ahe turned 
with port helm through the arc, using 
the aft guns uxitll we got all the stevr- 
board giins to bear. We got around a® 
quickly as we could with port helm un¬ 
til we almost paralleled the course of 
the leading Spanish vessel, when th« 
helm was eased and the ship steered 
a course parallel with the Vlscaya, 
which W’as then the leading veesel, al¬ 
though the Marla Teresa probably wio® . 
farther to the westwrord tham the VIs- 
caya. She w'as standing at an angle int<j 
the shore. 

• • • 

Oregon Dispels the Gloom. 

“When we got around the smoke w.i# 
BO very dense nothing could be seen ef 
anything In the rear of up The three 
Spanish vessels we were then engaged 
with were the Vlscaya, the Colon ard 
the Oquendo. The Vlscaya was about 
2,500 yardt * ii our starbrsrd bow; the 
Colon probably was a little forward uf 
the starboard beam. The Oquendo waa 
abaft the siarboaid beam. We continued 
In that direction, when I remarked to 
Capt. Cook that it seemed rather lonely 
for us out there. He was In the conning 
lower. He asked ’Why?' I said that we 
were all alone with the three Sianlsli 
vessels and It seemed that it depended 
uiKJn us to knock them out. At that 
time the smoke was so dcn.pe 1 could not 
see anything, and I BUppo.sed that tha 
New York, being away, the Brooklyn 
was steaming ahead of the slower vei- 
sels. He stepped out of the conning 
tower and exclaimed to me: 'What’s 
that off our starboard quarter?* I looked 
In that direction and saw the heavy bow 
of a ship and said: 'That must be the 
M8sfachu.«cttP.’ He .«ald: ’No, It could 
not be the Massachusetts; she haa gone 
to Guantanamo.* I saul: it must be th# 
Oregon,’ and he remarked ‘Ood blesa 
the Oregon!* I said; “Well. I am very 
glad to see her.* The Oregon was at that 
time about. I should say. four or flvo 
hundred yards off our starboard quar« 
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ter at full apeed. We continued In that 
position until the Brooklyn’s speed be- 
Unn to Increase as we got up steam, 
and probably drew a little farther ahead 
from the Oregon. She never was that 
close to us again as I remember. The 
Oquendo very shortly fell out and went 
ashore. The Colon gradually drew 
ahead and also went In shore. 


Gaining On the Colon. 


•*I rentember very well the time that 
the Vlscaya blanketed her from our 
Are. This chase was continued In that 
direction until, when off Acceraderas, 
the Vlscaya ported her helm and ran 
In shore. The Colon at this time had 
gained speed, and was In shore, I sup* 
pose, some seven miles. After passing 
the Vlscaya we steamed ahead and 
ceased firing. The men were allowed 
to come out of the turrets one at a 
time to get a breathing spell, although, 
of course, all guns were manned and 
everything ready, but the gaining upon 
the Colon was very slow—in fact, she 
gained apparently on us. This was 
about 11:15, when the Vlscaya-stood In 
for Acceraderas. The chase was con¬ 
tinued then after the Colon. I knew It 
must be six or seven miles away until 
we gradually began to gain. I remem¬ 
ber keeping the stadlmeter at work on 
her. although the 13,000 yards would 
pot register on the stadlmeter. 


reported by the newspapers and the 
language used by Mr. Hodgson In hU 
correspondence with Admiral Schley.

What Schlejr Said. 


Bchley Signals the Oregon. 


remember at one time telling Com¬ 
modore Schley that It w'as w'lthin about 
18.000 yards, and my recollection la he 
told some one to signal the Oregon to 
try one of her 'railroad trains.* At any 
rate, shortly afterward, the Oregon 
fired one of her thirteen-inch shells* 
which fell short. Then we tried with 
eight-inch shells, and they fell short. 
The Oregon w'as signaling to us the 
fall of our shot and we signaled to her 
the fall of her shot. We continued oc¬ 
casionally to fire, the Oregon her thir¬ 
teen and eight-inch guns and w*e our 
eight-inch guns. I remember seeing 
one of the thlrteen-lnch shells of the 
Oregon fall w'ell ahead of the Colon and 
one of our eight-inch shells apparently 
fall In shore of the Colon. At that 
time the Colon ported her helm hard 
aport. Previous to thij she had port¬ 
ed her helm once or twice, apparently 
seeking a soft spot on shore. She fired 
her lee gun and hauled down her flag. 
I pulled out my watch. It was ex¬ 
actly 1:15. 


W'hen the witness was asked If he 
thought that there was any sugges¬ 
tion of such an expression, he replied: 
"When I sugge.fted to Commodore 
Schley that there was danger of- col¬ 
liding with the Texas, he said. ‘Damn 
the Texas.* He used the expression as 
not In any way condemning the Texas 
for being there, but as If he were Ir¬ 
ritated. as one might be about any¬ 
thing.’* 

Mr. Rayner then asked about the ex¬ 
pression attributed to the witness: "She 
will cut down the Texas/* 

Commander Hodgson replied that 
there was no such expression In the let¬ 
ter and that he never had said that 
the Brooklyn would cut dowm the Texas. 
"There Is a good deal In that reported 
colloquy that 1 did not say, ” he added. 
‘This statement was never made,*’ he 
wont on, "but the Commodore did say 
‘Damn the Texas.* " 


Partly Correct. 


Continuing, he said that the dialogue 
as reported was fictitious and that ho 
had denied its verbal accuracy, while 
not denying the truth of a part of It. 

At this point Mr. Rayner introduced 
as evidence the official report made by 
Capt. Chadwick, of his examination of 
the witness with regard to this col- 
j loquy, for the purpose, as he said, of 
showing discrepancies between the 
, statement made at that examination 
and the statement made now. 


Boarding the Colon. 


•*We then ceased firing and slowed 
dow'n. and orders were given to get out 
a boat. The Captain w'as ordered to go 
on board to make terms with or tell 
the terms to the commanding officer of 
the Colon. On account of steam hav¬ 
ing been cut off and there being some 
trocble with the boat, we w'ere some 
little lime getting the boat out. In the 
meantime W'e had slowed, and os rap¬ 
idly as could be accnnplished one of 
the cutters was finally gotten out and 
a crew put In. Capt. Cook went In the 
boat and boarded the Colon. 1 think 
he probably had a mile and a half pull. 

"At any rate we had our guns trained 
on the Colon flat this time In case of 
treachery or any act of that kind on 
her part, although I saw her throwing 
breech-locks overboard, I did not sus¬ 
pect anything of that kind." 


Lemly Objects.

Folger as follows: 

"For what length of lime was the New 
Orleans able to fire at the Colon and 
the batteries on May 81 on each run?" 

‘‘I think It was between five and ten 
mlnutea" 

"Did you have any conversation with 
Commodore Bchley as to tils purpose in 
attacking the Colon May 31? ” 

"I did not. The Informatlcn I received 
was by signal only." 

"By what method did you obtain the 
range for your guns on May 31. while 
firing at the Colon?" 

"We obtained the net'f>sslty for a 
change of range by the fall of the pro¬ 
jectiles." 

"Were you furnished any plan of bat¬ 
tle by Commodore Schley to be followed 
In case the Spanish squadron should 
come out?" 

"No, sir." 

Admiral Pewej'—You referred to a slg- 
nal from the flagship. The court would 
like to know what that signal was." 


Schley's Signal. 


The Introduction of this report caused 
Capt. Demly to off>r a statement made i 
by Dleut. Commander Hellner on the 
same subject, but Mr. Rayner objected 
to this statement as not pertinent and 
the court after a consultation sustained 
the objection. A few moments later 
tho court adjourned for dinner.

Mr. Hanna then changed his question 
and the witness said that he had writ¬ 
ten hla explicit denial In response to a 
request from Admiral Schley. 


Bchley Showed No Fear. 


"His bearing and manner* with re- 
ppect to an officer of hla rank and sta¬ 
tion In the naval service* w*ere natural¬ 
ly those of a Commander-ln-Chlcf of a 
tiaval force ou that occasion," 

The witness siid the Commodore had 
occupied a place on a platform around 
the conning tower during the engage- 
ment. This, he said, was a position of 
danger as the Commodore w’ai there al- 
flvsys in full view of the enemy's ships. 

"It has been stated here*" said Mr. 
XUyner, "that the Brooklyn ran 2.000 
yards away from the enemy’s ships in 
making her loop."

Brooklyn Always In Range. 


The witness replied: "Any witness 
Who made that statement* although he 
may have sUted what he thought had 
occurred, was absolutely mistaken."

Colloquy With Schley. 


At this point Mr. Rayner questioned 
the witness at length concerning his re¬ 
ported colloquy with AdmOrai Schley 
during the battle off Santiago, in which 
the Commodore was reported to have 
•aid: "Damn the Texas." 

Mr. Raynor asked the witness if It 
was not Capt. Cook who had given the 
order to "port helm." 

The reply was that Capt. Cook might 
have given the order to the man at the 
wheeL .

When Conversation Occurred. 


Court Asks Question. 


A number of questions were then ask¬ 
ed by the court, as follows: 

"What was the distance of the Brook¬ 
lyn from the nearest Spanish vessel 
when Commodore Schley said to Capt, 
Cook. 'Look out* Cook, they're going 
to ram you?* " 

"I should say the distance was about 
2,000 or 2.200 yards. 

"Did you observe the whole movement 
of the Brooklyn from the lime Com¬ 
modore Schley gave the order, 'Hard 
aport. Cook,* until the Brooklyn was 
steadied on her course to the westward 
parallel to the Vlscaya?" 

*‘I did." 

*THd you hear any order given while 
the Brooklyn was making the turn to 
case or steady the helm?" 

**Not until It was eased to parallel the 
course of the leading Spanish vessel." 

"In making the turn did the Brook¬ 
lyn turn rapidly and continuously, or

"She turned rapidly and continuous¬ 
ly." 


Tried To Ram Brooklyn. 


"Did any of the Spanish ships at¬ 
tempt to ram the Brooklyn In the early 
part of the battle of July 3?" 

"The Marla Teresa evidently made a 
rank sheer to port toward the Brooklyn, 
with the evident Intention of getting 
Into close quarters or ramming." 

"Did you see tlie Texas at the com¬ 
mencement of the engagement July 3. 
about the time you say the Brookljm's 
course was changed?" 

"I saw her at the commencement of 
the engagement- Just at the nmment 
of makilng the helm 'hard aport* 1 did 
not see her. I knew where she was. I 
was down on the platform at that time. 
Probably I bad seen her Just an instant 
before that. I did not see her whale she 
was turning/* 

'‘What effort was made to ascertain 
If the Spantkh squadron was at Clen- 
fuegus prior to the arrival of the Mar¬ 
blehead?" 

‘‘Outride of having the Quartermaster 
go as far aloft as he could and look 
over the hilltops. I know of none until 
after the arrival of the Marbleh^^ad.'* 


The Brooklyn’s Signals. 


Continuing his statement In his re- 
•ponHc to Mr. Hayner's question, the 
witness mid that when his conversation 
with Commodore Schley had occurrMl on 
the Brooklyn the ComniodiTc was stand¬ 
ing on the platform around the con¬ 
ning tower and two or three feet from 
himself (the witness), and that Capt. 
Cook, a part of the time, stood In the 
door of the conning tower four or five 
feet d.stant. 

He said that Capt. Cook had taken 
part In the conversation. 

Mr. Rayner then questioned the wit¬ 
ness very closely in regard to the 
language In which this colloquy was 


"Whnt orders were signaled by the 
Brooklyn to the fleet July 3, 1898?’* 

*‘I can only s.'iy from recollection that 
my orders were clear ship for action 
and close up. or close In." 

*‘Dld Commodore Schley consult yT>u 
regarding the feasibility of coaling the 
squadron at Cape Cru* or any other 
point between Clenfuegos and Santi¬ 
ago?" 

•‘Not unless be did It through his flag 
lieutenant." 

"On the occasion of the flying squad¬ 
ron fal'lng in with the .Marblehead near 
Key West, did you hear any report 
made by megaphone regarding the code 
of signals w'hlch had been established 
w'lih the Insurgents at Cienfuegos?" 

*‘l heard none." 

**Do you know of any plan of battle 
having been promulgated by Commo¬ 
dore Schley in fuse of falling in with 
the Spanish squadron?" 

**I do not." 

The court then asked Commander 
Hodgson to repeat the conv< rsatiun he 
had had with Commodore Schley dur¬ 
ing the early part of the engagement of 
July 3. and he did so. 


Hodgson Excused. 


Commander Hodgson waa th 


"The signal was 'New Orleans, clear 
ship for action.* and I think It w^s fol¬ 
lowed by the signal Tho Nev^ Orleans, 
low's, Massachusetts will engage the 
forts,* Indicating that there was to be 
a reconnolssance or the bombardment. 
I do not remember any conversation 
with the Commodore that forenoon on 
that subject." 

Admiral Dewey—-The court would like 
to know from the e'gnat book exactly 
what signals w'erc made by the Massa¬ 
chusetts. 

The Wltnesw (reading)—"At 12:4S, in 
obedience to flagship. Ma?.«achusettj» 
signaled 'to the New Orleans and Iowa 
to clear for action; sounded to general 
qiiarters and cleared ship for action. 
At 1 started ahead both engines, Mas¬ 
sachusetts leading." There were no 
other signals on that wratch. That Is 
all that appears to be In the log. I do 
not remember discussing the eubjecl 
with the Commodore. 


Blockade Not Effective. 


By the Court—Were the blockading 
vessels near enough to the entrance of 
the harbor at night to prevent the es¬ 


cape of the enemy had swh an ^at¬ 
tempt been made? 


Had the weather been persistently 
clear, yes; If the weather were thick, 
radny or foggy, no." 


Lieut. Dyson Recalled. 


Lieut. C. W. Dyeon was recalled. He 
testified concerning the cop.l supply of 
the scout boats on May 26. the day the 
retrogade movement toward Key West 
was begun. He said In reply to ques¬ 
tions that no battleship couM travel for 
more than eight or twelve hours on 
forced draft, and that on the day of the 
battle of Santiago the flagship New 
York hud all her boilers on and was 
making seventeen knots, but that 
nedther the Brooklyn nor the Oregon 
made full speed on that occasion, their 
maximum for tho day being fourteen 
or fifteen knotis. 

At 3:55 o'clock the court adjourned 
until to-morrow. 


CHILD’S BODY 


FOUND IN A BAG IN NEW YORK 
CITY. 


GHASTLY CRIME REVEALED. 


Autopsy Shows That Boy’s Death 
Was Due To Asphyxatlon—Three 
Fersona Arreste'i. 


New York. Oct. 7.—Another murder 
mystery w'aa discovered to-day, when 
the body of a six-year-old boy was 
found In a bag at 361 Weat Twenty- 
second street. The body was clothed 
only In a pair of light cotton drawers, 
but In the bag with the body were a 
number of garments, w'hich evidently 
had belonged to the lad. Exc^t for a 
laceration on the boy’s abdomen, there 
■W'as no mark of violence on the body. 

The clothing found consisted of a pair 
of blue serge knee pants, blue sailor cap 
with the crown projecting over the 
sides, a white linen waist, a pair of 
lace shoes without heels, tw'o pairs of 
black stockings and a black silk belt 
lined w'lth white silk and having a 
metal buckle, which when joined rep¬ 
resented a pair of golf sticks, on the 
front of the cap. in gold lace. Is an 
emblem of a ship, on either side of 
which are the letters, "U. 8." 


Murder Suspected. 


The police believe the child w'as mur¬ 
dered and that the body W’aa being 
carried to the river, when it became too 
heavy, and, as In a number of similar 
cases, was deposited In the most con¬ 
venient place. 

It was learned by the police that the 
boy was the son of a mulatto woman 
named Robinson, who lived with Ryan 
as hla wife, but Ryan was not the 
father. The mother was taken to the 
morgue, where she Ide ntified the body 
and said the boy was her son, Albert 
Robinson. She became hysterical, and 
anid she wanted to kill herself. 

Alonzo WnUon. a waiter, who<e 
mother Is janitor of the tenement where 
Ryan lives, was arres-ed on susriclon 
that he knew something of the boy's 
dc'ath. 

Coroner’s physicians made an autopsy 
on the boy's body this afternoon and 
found that death was due to asphyxia¬ 
tion. Tliey found a quantity of alco¬ 
holic fluid in the stomach and setlous 
lacerations of the lower part of the 
abdomen. Tlie physicians pronounced 
It one of thf most ghastly of crimes. 

Ryan and the w'oman were arrested, 
and W'lth Watson were remanded to the 
custody of the Coroner. Capt. Moynl- 
han, of the West Tw’entleth-street sta¬ 
tion. who appeared against the prison¬ 
ers. charged them with homicide.

INCREASE IN MEMBERSHIP. 


The Claim Is Made That Change Will 
Open the Way For Upbuilding 
the Church. 


A WARM DEBATE OCCURS. 


San Francisco, Oct. 7.—This was a 
day of oratory In the House of Deputies 
of the Triennial Episcopal Convention. 
The debate, w'hlch began last Saturday 
on the proposed addition to Article 10 
of the constitution, prescribing the form 
of worship, was continued all day, and 
finally resulted In Its adopbon. As 
adopted It reads as follows: 

But provision may be made by canon 
for the temporary use of old forms and 
dlreciorlos of worship oy congregations 
not In union with this church, who ore 
willing to accept tho spiritual oversight 
of Bishop of the diocese or mUsionory 
diatrlct. 

The vote w'as as follows: Clerical— 
Yeas. 30 dioceses; nays, 16; divided, 13. 

Lay—Yeas, 35; nays. 14; divided* 5. 


Debate Animated. 


The debate was very animated, and 
until the result was made know'n It was 
the prevailing opinion that the vote 
w'ould be much more evenly divided 
than It was. It was strongly urged 
by the advocates of the proposed change 
that Its adoption w'ould open the w'ay to 
a great Increase In the membership of 
the church, while Its opponents regarded 
it as too radical an Innovation. 


Freaiding Bishops Term. 


The House of Bishops adopted the 
amendment to Article 1, Section 13* < f 
tho ooneUtutlon already approved hy 
the deputies, which. In effect, makes the 
presiding Bishop of the church elective 
for a term of three years by a majority 
of the Bishops. 

It was voted* In view of the growing 
Importance of missionary work In China, 
to divide the district of Shanghai Into 
two departments, to be known as those 
of Shanghai and Hankow. The Bishops 
considered a number of reports and 
transacted much routine bu/ilness. 

The Daughters of the King elected a 
council and decided to hold meetings 
triennially hereafter, preferably In the 
convention city. 

The American Sunday-school Institute 
elected Bishop Talbot, of Central Penn¬ 
sylvania. President, and retained the 
Rev. H L. Duhrlng. of Philadelphia, as 
Secretary-Treasurer. Its sessions were 
addressed by several Suiiday-ecbool 
workers. 


In House of Deputies. 


President Lindsey called the House of 
Deputies to order this morning, but 
much of the time wcua occupied In read¬ 
ing and approving the minutes of the 
preceding day's session. Dr. Beatty, of 
Kanaas. for the Committee on Unfin¬ 
ished Bus’neas. reported a large num¬ 
ber of matters 1- ft by the last conven¬ 
tion In an unfinished condition. 

The Rev. Dr. Baker, of New Jersey, 
of the Committee on Memorial, with 
reference to a eustentatlon fund, mads 
a report, the substance of which was 
the expression of the hope that such a 
fund might be formed. 

Several amendments to Article I. of 
the new constitution were offered, the 
object being to Phange the section deslg- 
natfng the manner of determining who 
shall be the presiding bishop and the 
terra of his aervice in that position. 


Indiana Diocese Name Changed, 


A message from the House of Bishops 
announced its consent that the name of 
the diocese of Indiana b* changed to 
the diocese of Indianapolis. The dep¬ 
uties Immediately conct|rre<l. 

The Rev. Canon Stuck, of Dallas, of¬ 
fered tho follow'ing recolutlon, which 
was referred to the Committee on Edu¬ 
cation: 


Resolved. That the degree of Doctor of 
Phlloiopby implies In ti e holder original 
research of a cliarscter to further the 
progress of some sclenoe. arid should be 
given only on residence at a duly incor¬ 
porated and quolified college In proof of 
such work ^ examination and thesis. 

Resolved, 'That only degrees of Doctor 
of Philosophy, when conferred, should be 
recognised in the calendars and offlclaJ 
programmes of the church.

Long Debate Held. 


The house proceeded with the dtfctia- 
alon of amendments to the constitution, 
the question being the provision that 
special forms of service may be prescrib¬ 
ed by canon for certain congregations 
not In full communion tvlth the church. 

An attempt was made lo limit 
speechen lo ten mfnutrs, but It was 
voted down. A long debate followed, 
which was participated In by a number 
of the most prominoni members of Ujo 
house.

Millers’ Claims. 


It Is claimed by the mlllem that the 
discrimination In freight In favor of the 
raw product averages six cents a hun- 
dredwe’ght. and enables manufacturers 
of flour In Great Britain and other coun¬ 
tries In Europe to comfMfte successfully 
In their own market with the American 
exporter. In this way, they assert, the 
export flour trade la seriously handi¬ 
capped and Is prevented from expand¬ 
ing in a manner commensurate with 
Its Importance. Mr. Davis, of Shelby. 
Ohio, who Is President of the Winter 
Wheat Millers' League, In discussing tho 
grievance of the millers In the eight 
States mentioned, said this evening; 


Points Involved. 


The commRtee that will call on the 
President will ask him to recommend to 
Congress changes in the interstate com¬ 
merce law wherOby d'.scrimlnatloa against 
the manufactured product in the matter 
of freight rates may be removed. As a 
consequencs of this discrimination th® 
flour export trade has been practically 
at a standstill for three years, the ship¬ 
ments abroad In the )ast three fiscal years 
having been about the same for each 
year. 

In JDOl nearly 19.000,000 barrels of flour 
were exported from the United States, 
and upwards of 11,000.000 barrels were 
shipped to Great Britain alone. While the 
flour trade has not incrtased during this 
period, the wheat exports are growing In 
a rt'markable‘manner. In 1900 about 108.- 
000.000 bushels of the raw product w»re 
sent abroad, and in 19UI the shipments 


sent abroad, and in ISUl the shipments 
reached 132,000.000 bushels. Since July 10 
the Increase over the corresponding period 
of last year has been ICO per cent., wh le 
the growth In the exports of flour has been 
only 2 per cent. 


Wheat Shippers’ Advantage. 


The only explanation of this Is found 
In the ad\'antage that Is given to th® 
wheal shippers over the flour shippers. 
This enables the British miller to manu¬ 
facture flour about as cheap as h« can 
buy It from the American manufacturer, 
and that is why the flour export trade Is 
at a standstill. W'e believe Congress ought 
to recognize the dtsadvsntsge under which 
we are loboring by passing S^nstor Cul- 
lom's bill, which has been bending before 
that body for two years. 'The milling In¬ 
dustry of the Unhed States Is second 
only In importance and in the amount 
of money invested to the Iron and etcel 
Industry, about 1000.000,060 representing lt« 
aggregate cnptlal.

New York, Oct. 7.-<'ol. Robert M. 
Thompson, of this city, president of the 
United States Naval Academy Alumni 
Association, makes the fololwlng state¬ 
ment to the As.soclatcd Press In con¬ 
nection with the Schley Inquiry: 

’’There Is one story which I am very 
anxious should be truthfully pre.sented 
to the public. After Maclay's book was 
published, Maclay stated that the proof 
hod been submitted to the commanding 
officers, including Admiral Sampson, 
and that they approved his statements.

Factories In the Indiana Gas Belt Pre¬ 
paring To Resume Operations 
Next Month. 


OTHER INDUSTRIAL MATTERS. 


Birmingham. Ala.. Ort. 7.—[Special.] 
—A. W. Thompson, President of the Re¬ 
public Iron and Steel Company, and a 
dozen other high officials and directors 
of that company arrived here to-day 
from Chicago and were met by steel ex¬ 
perts from Pittsburg, with whom they 
at once went Into conference. In an 
authorized Interview, President Thomp¬ 
son afterward said that his company 
had In view the Immediate erection of a 
large steel plant In this district, and 
that the next few days would determine 
the matter in all Us details. He said: 

’’To be cBJidid, the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company desires and needs a large 
steel mill in this community. There Is 
no use for us to manufacture and sell 
foundry Iron when we could manufact¬ 
ure this Iron Into steel and sell It at a 
greater profit. People who buy our 
Birmingham Iron do this and we might 
as well do It. The Birmingham district 
is the greatest mineral district In the 
world. Its natural resources are un¬ 
surpassed. and Its future Is too bright 
for me to picture. Steel experts who 
have met us here will render an opinion 
In a few days, and then w’e will act.’’ 

It Is regarded as practically certain 
that the steel mill will be built. It will 
be located at Thomas, where the Re¬ 
public Companj' has three large fur¬ 
naces. and will cost two million dollars, 
so It Is said.

THE LAW MUST BE UPHELD. 


The Admiral therefore consented to

”The order of the Secretao’ nf the 
Navy, forbidding naval officers to mok.?

There Is not the least doubt * 
that each one reported the truth as he 
saw’ It. The exact truth can he arn.ved 
at only by combining all the iK>lnts of ' 
view, or perhaps the exact truth can ' 
now never be determined."

GEN. MURRAY’S PLAN APPROVED 

Gov. Beckham Determined To Pre¬ 
serve Order In Hopkir.s County. 

Madleonvtile. Ky.. Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
Many arms were fnirrendered to-day by 
both the union and nonunion forces In 
this district. Lieut. Fuqua, In command 
or & mounted detachment of the Slate 
Guard, went to Carbondale yesterday, 
and returned this morning with a num¬ 
ber of guns of various descriptions 
which were surrendered by the guards 
and union men. The guards and the 
deputy sheriff* at the CarbondajM and 
Crahtree mines, after surrendering their 
arms, were discharged, and the prop¬ 
erty of the two companies waa turned 
ovc^* to Qen. Murray for protection. 

A number of the union men from sev¬ 
eral of the mining towns in the county 
arrived at Camp Thomas J. Smith to¬ 
day and voluntarily gave up iheir arms 
to MaJ. Watt, who was In command In 
the absence of Gen. Murray.

Gov. Beckham's Approval. 


Oen. Murray returned from Owens- 
bnrro this afternoon, where he spent Sun¬ 
day discussing the strike situation In 
this county with Gov. Beckham. Afie.'- 
going over the situation carefully from 
the beginning to the present time. Gov. 
Beckham told Gen. Murray that he 
heartily oonourred with him In the 
course he had pursued to bring about 
on amicable settleanent of the dlffer- 
enoes between the two armed faetJona 
and at the some time to make both 
sides respect the law. The Gov'ernor 
told Gen, Murray that he would leat’e 
nothing undone to restore peace and 
good order In Hopkins couniy; that 
he wos determined the law must be re¬ 
spected; that life and property of every 
citizen would receive ample protection, 
and that every individual would be prtv. 
tected In the right to exercise the privi¬ 
lege of free speech, as guaranteed by 
the Constitution. 

The Governor declared that If after 
the troops are recalled trouble should 
arise, the soldiers would be sent back 
at onc?e, and the persona violating the 
law would be made to suffer the conse¬ 
quences.

Will Carry Out Instructlont, 

Gen. Murray said this evening that 
he intended to carry out the Instruc¬ 
tions given him by the Governor to the 
letter. 

There were no developments in the 
strike situation to-day. The union or¬ 
ganizers are sUIl in the Hold, but it is 
not known what success they are meet¬ 
ing w>Hh.

In the List of Alleged Victim* of the 
Prisoner Besides Her Children 
and a Sister. 


Dayton, O.. Oct. 7.—Mrs. .T. A. Wltwer. 
a widoa* residing In this clt/, was ar¬ 
rested by the police last night at the 
Instigation of the Coroner, and Is held 
a prisoner at Central station pending 
an ln%*e8tlgatlcn Into serious charges.

An 
autopsy was performed at the request 
of Mrs. Wltwer’s mother, who came 
here from Detroit, and Is said to have 
disclosed the presence of arsenic and 
copper In the stomach.

Jackson, slain at Perryvllle, all too 
early, for he, too, was flt to keep com¬ 
pany with the rest! Shadowa! Van¬ 
ished! All are gone: down, down the 
Valhalla cloisters they take their way. 
leaving Thiuston and Boynton to tell 
the tale. But not\o tell It all, for there 
Is another, a rovcr.«o side of tho shield; 
and Duke and Casileman must give 
their version; as with those of the 
Buckners and the .Speeds wlfo are yet 
alive, they gather about the mimic 
camp-fire saying. “Now, fellows, hon¬ 
est to God, didn't Dixie go down with 
colors flying, and didn’t we ’uns give 
you 'uns lots of trouble?’*

light In the graybeard who wore the 
blue and the gi*aybeard who wore the 
gray.

The,- 
message which every Confederate sol- • 
dler, and every' son and every grandson 
of every Confederate soldier, now 
dwelling within the sound of the 
church bells of this city, sends to each 
of you is “Welcome." and many, very 
many returns of the day! 

Murder Is Murder. 

The renewal of the efforts unsuccess¬ 
fully made something over a year ago 
to secure of the Indiana aiuhorlties the 
extradition of two persons Indicted 
for crime by the courts of 
Kentucky has been elevated Into 
occasion for such an assault ui>on 
the people and the moral being 
of the latter, not the former, State as 
to Justify an earnest protest from ev¬ 
ery right-hearted and self-respecting 
Kentuckian. 

In giving expression to this protest^ 
and asking for it the consideration of 
the country at large, It Is needful that 
we recite the case as It was and os 
It Is; but we shall address ourselves 
to the resume with as little prolixity 
as possible. wTltlng no word w'hlch 
any honest man can gainsay, nor set¬ 
ting down aught In malice, of which. 
Indeed, we have none whatsoever. "I 
do not know the method." said Ed¬ 
mund Burke, “of drawing up an In- 
diotment against a whole people." 
Yet that which the greatest of the 
political philosophers df England 
confessed himself unable to do has 
been done, Is being dally done, by the 
Republican newspapers of the United 
States, animated by party spirit the 
most rancorous, and mlswdvlsed by 
representations the most calumnious. 

From first to last the Kentucky cam¬ 
paign of 1899 was pitched upon tha low¬ 
est plane of political morality and In 
the highest key of partisan passion. 
Men do In the aggregate whot no one 
man would do In his own person. They 
did Hi that campaign pretty much ev¬ 
erything which men should not do and 
which even the men engaged would In 
their cooler moments and better judg¬ 
ments discountenance and disavow. 
And this was, in the beginning, as true 
of the one party as the other. Ultl- 
matelj', tbe Inflamed ambitions and In¬ 
terests ^nwlved, precipitated a struggle 
for corrupt advantage, and thence, it 
deepened Into something ver>* like Civil 
War, culminating In an actual Reign of 
Terror at the Capital of the State. 

The Ill-constructed and Ill-starred 
Election law, which bore the name of 
the party leader whose tragic death It 
foreshadowed and procured. laid the 
ground plan for these disorders; but the 
act In question was neither conceived, 
nor projected, nor prepared by William 
Goebel. It did not meet the sanction 
of his clearer discernment. He was 
urged to reject It, and he came very 
near rejecting It, He was a 3 ’oung, am¬ 
bitious man. He was In the saddle. He 
doubted, and, considering the wild ele¬ 
ments about him, be had reason to 
doubt, whether his leadership would 
bear the strain of his opposition to this 
pet measure of the extremists of his 
party. He finally accepted it, gave It 
his name and identlfii-'d himself with 
the misadventures by which It was at 
once environed. 

At the end of a long and fierce con¬ 
test In his own party. William Goebel, 
the son of humble and plain German 
parentage, became the Democratic nom¬ 
inee for Governor of Kentuckj*. A proud 
position at all times and under all cir¬ 
cumstances, It seemed to the poor lad, 
for but a lad be appeared to be with 
bis beardless face and his shy. studious 
ways, a very pinnacle, from which he 
could look Into paradise. It had been 
the dream of hla childhood, his youth- 
hood. his manhood. To reach It he had 
been eager to climb mountains, to tra¬ 
verse nnd to tread down forests, to meet 
all comers. It Is claimed by his en¬ 
emies that he got the nomination un¬ 
fairly. As a matter of fact, he did 
nothing to Ills advcrsailes that Ihtj’ 
were not ready and ir>lng to do to him. 
It la claimed by his enemies that he 
was not elected Governor. As a mntier 
of fact, both parlies were doing th:lr 
uttermost to compel the election—the 
Democrats through the machinery of 
the Goebel law, tho Uepubllcans Uirough 
the machinery of the Stale Government 
—so that what might have been the re¬ 
sult had there been a perfectly regu¬ 
lar and order!)' elccllon bo body oba aay* 
# 


But, from the day the Returning Board 
met at Frankfort to count the vote and 
declare the result, the purpose of the 
Rcpuhllcnns to use force If necessary 
to carry their point became manifest; 
and. thereafter, a Reign of Terror In 
thclr favor was csiabllshcd. 

Throughout this Reign of Terror the 
Democrats proceeded at least accord¬ 
ing to the lerina and the forms of 
law. That they did so Is attested by 
both the Court of Appeals of the Slate 
and the Circuit and Supreme Courts of 
the United States. Meanwhile, the Re¬ 
publican Governor, provisionally Induct¬ 
ed to office by the Democratic Return¬ 
ing Board, holding this office lenlalive- 
ly, however, and under legal protest and 
contest Instituted by the Democratic 
appellants against the ruling of the Re¬ 
turning Board, proceeded to Intrench 
himself, not for a legal, but for a 
physical, contest. 

The Executive office was converted 
Into an armed camp. A lawless body 
of men was collected and brought to 
Frankfort to serve as supports to two 
or three companies of mllUla which, 
officered by Republicans exclusively, 
were already assembled. The Demo¬ 
cratic Legislature became a prisoner 
In Us own Capital, its members In im¬ 
minent peril of their Uvea and its com¬ 
mittees chased about the streets by 
squads of soldiers. The Court of Ap¬ 
peals, warned^ of Impending assassina¬ 
tion, had to come to Louisville to bold 
Its sessions, secure against threatened 
murder and military surveillance. The 
Inevitable came to pass. All this qrray 
of force, with Its menace of death, 
proving insufficient to overawe the 
Democrats of the Legislature, resort 
was had to the final stroke prear¬ 
ranged to do Its deadly work In this 
precise event; and, a puff of smoke out 
of a window of the Executive office, 
occupied by the Republican Governor 
and his Republican friends, William 
Goebel is shot down in his tracks 
whilst on his way to the discharge of 
his official duties. 

The Executive Building Is Immediate¬ 
ly surrounded by troops. Access Is de¬ 
nied the local constabular)'. Martial 
law supplants the Civil law. The M’rlt 
of Habeas Corpus Is ridiculed and de¬ 
nied. The Legislature Is suddenly and 
violently dispersed. As suddenly. It Is 
called to assemble, not in some one of 
the many cities or towns In th0 State, 
such as Louisville, or Lexington, where 
Its proceedings would be unmolested, 
but In an inaccessible village among 
the mountains, whither, as might be 
reasonably Inferred, no Democrat could 
go without the rl.sk of his life. 

In the face of such discouragement 
the Democrats pursued their contest 
according to law. and, according to law, 
^t was awarded them by the highest 
tribunals In the land. Concurrent with 
the final decision of the Supreme Court 
of the United States In their favor, the 
Republican Governor, who had held of¬ 
fice only under a tentative title, subject 
to after revision and decision, fled from 
Kentucky to Indiana, having arranged 
with the Republican Governor of the 
latter State for a safe retreat. There, 
with one of his associates, he remains 
to-day. secure against arrest and ex¬ 
tradition. 

These are the simple facts. They are 
met by the Republicans with no de¬ 
nial. But to parry them It Is set up 
that Goebel was a bad man, that the 
Goebel law was a bad law, and that 
the Democrats of Kentucky are a bad 
lot. The present, like the last Repub¬ 
lican Governor of Indiana, assumes 
that Justice can not be had of the Ken¬ 
tucky courts of law. The present Re¬ 
publican President of the United States 
Is on record as having, whilst Governor 
of New York, made haste to guarantee 
the Kentucky refugees the protection 
of the Empire State. The Philadel¬ 
phia newspaper largely ow'ned and 
wholly controlled by the Re¬ 
publican Postmaster General of 
the United Stales refers to the Demo¬ 
crats of Kentucky as “the Goebel 
gang," and speaks of the murdered 
Governor of Kentucky as the “Infa¬ 
mous Goebel.” If all this be not exten¬ 
uating and Justifying murder, what is 
It? 

Much capital Is sought to be made 
out of certain Indignant expressions In 
rebuttal from certain Kentucky Demo¬ 
crats. But what should be said of the 
condonemenl of as5»K8lnatIon sub¬ 
scribed to by the Republican party, 
from the President of the l-nlte<l States 
down ihrnugh the Cabinet to the Re¬ 
publican Governor of Indiana, and 
thence to the Republican press, which, 
In order to make Its case, must needs' 
deliver an Indictment against an entire 
community, a whole people, and that 
1 the God-fearing, brave and magnani¬ 
mous men and women of Kentucky? 
Are Kentuckians to keep silent w'hllst 
such things go forward? 

Heaven knows the Courier-Journal 
has uo wish to recall the Incidents of 
this dreadful chapter of Kentucky his¬ 
tory'. It did li.s bei^t to defeat the Elec¬ 
tion law to w hich iho.se Incidents were 
j the bloody tllmax. It did not relax Its 
efforts In this direction until the law 
was repealed. Standing mld-W’ay be- 
iwe**n two warring elements. It exhaust¬ 
ed IMl pow'crs of paclficalloti; and, 


forced bj* the course of events to choose 
betw-oen two combatants, the methods 
of neither of wHrlch It could wholly ap¬ 
prove, it went with its own; and most 
thankful to God it la that God gave ll 
the wisdom to do this, because the 
course of succeeding events, as relucted 
In the foregoing, ought to be conclusive 
proof where the right of It lay and 
which wns tho right way out. 

All Is peace again. There Is excite¬ 
ment nowhere outside the haunts of 
the vicious, the hearts of the malig¬ 
nant. He must. Indeed, be a bad 
man who nurtures thought of further 
violence. William Goebol Is dead—most 
foully slain, as William McKinley was. 
But two weeks were gone when the 
assassin of • William McKinley met 
his doom. Nearly two- years have 
passed and still the assassin of Will¬ 
iam Goebel goes unpunished. To 
shield him from punishment every 
partisan appliance has been put forth. 
To secure and punish him not one word 
has emanated from one single Repub¬ 
lican, although his shots were fired 
from a building that swarmed with Re¬ 
publicans. To shield him from punish¬ 
ment the people and the courts of 
Kentucky must be accused of Ignorance 
and barbarity that would disgrace a 
race of barbarians. Are these things 
w'lse, or Just, either In our home Re¬ 
publicans. or In the outer Republican 
press? 

Murder Is murder. That William Goe¬ 
bel ana Wlinam McKinley were most 
unlike In character and temperament ip 
beside the question. That the assaigt 
upon their lives differed In degree Is 
not to say that it differed In kind. The 
motive was even more despicable in the 
one case than In the other; for Goobel 
was shot d<wvn for a purpose, for a 
price, while the noble life of McKinley 
wa.*» sacrificed to the wanton fur>' of a 
fiend. Shall those of us who with honest 
rage and grief saw William McKinley 
laid low by a cruel assassin, be made 
to feel that neighbors and friends, who 
in the excitement of high party times 
and Ip the bltterniw^B of extreme perron- 
al disfavor saw with equanimity Wil¬ 
liam Goebel laid low by an equally cruel 
assassin, are still willing to condone the 
murder of the latter and to stand be¬ 
tween the murderer and his Just de¬ 
serts? And, If this be so, must the name 
and fame of Kentucky—the heritage of 
oil of u»—be sacrificed on the altars of 
implacable politics, to make the case 
of zealots who tell us that Kentucky is 
degenerate and that neither human life 
Is safe, nor legal equity Is attainable 
within her borders, though her Supreme 
Tribunal, her Court of Appeals. Is In 
the hands of Republicans? 

’Think of this, fellow-clllzens. of every 
political complexion and partisan be¬ 
longing; because. In the long run. murdor 
speaks w'ith most miraculous organ and 
shall not go unwhlpped of Justice, and. 
In the end, no one of us, w hether Dem¬ 
ocrats or Republicans, can hope to es¬ 
cape either his conscience, or his Gkxl. 


Massachusetts Eepubllcaus. 

The platform adopted by the Massa¬ 
chusetts Republicans bos been descrlbc^d 
as “wishy-washy," whkh It certainly is 
on one or two questions, The.se ques¬ 
tions happen to be the ones upm whlih 
a square deliverance would have been 
particularly Interesting, and for that 
very reason was not to be expected. 

It was a matter if course that a Re¬ 
publican convention would lament the 
untimely and tragic death of the late 
President and express confidence In his 
successor. Thai Massachusetts Repub¬ 
licans would declare In favor of a sound 
currency and a protective tariff was 
equally certain In advance. What the 
convention would sny about reciprocity 
was not so well settled. On the day 
that President McKinley was making 
a powerful plea at Buffalo for a real 
reciprocity the senior Senator from Mas¬ 
sachusetts was making a speech of very 
different tenor on the same subject. An 
unqualified Indorsement of the views ex¬ 
pressed In the Buffalo speech would have 
been unwelcome to Penator Hoar. It 
was, therefore, a matter which called for 
diplomatic treatment. The convention, 
accordingly, declared "in favor of wise 
discrimination and businesslike execu¬ 
tive and legislative reciprocity." Cer¬ 
tainly wise discrimination and business- 
like methods are always In order, and 
to that extent the resolution is equally 
Intelligible and unnecessary. Beyond 
this the resolution means nothing. It is 
not In favor of the French commercial 
treaty and ll is not against It. There is 
no possibility of making it a rule of 
action or a guide In any specific case 
whatever. 

Equally Inconclusive is the resolution 
with reference to the merchant marine. 
There was a bill before the last Congrees 
for glting large subshllva to certain 
lines of steamships. U la expected to 
come up at the next session. The 
resolution of the .Massachusetts Repub¬ 
licans does not indorse It, but neither 
does It op(>o8e It, It simply favors Gov¬ 
ernment aid for the building up of our 
merchant marine, but adds the Impos¬ 
sible condition that li be done “.m a 
Just and e<iultable basis toward all 
American citizens.” The special int.re.««ts 
that are pushing tin subsidy grab have 
no U!ie for a MU that i.- ju.st and equi¬ 
table to all American citizens, so that 
this declaration might he construed as 
In oppoBlllon to It If the Intention not 
to say anything definii© was not so 
plainly evident. 

The danger of trying to Inject a stump 
speech into a Hatform i» sho^n by a 


deliverance on the tariff. The platform 
says: 

“When a protective tariff falls to main¬ 
tain a high rnte of wages, then ther^i is 
no longer any use for it, and this will 
Imj when wages have fallen below those 
In foreign countries. That they arc 
maintained far above the level of the 
first European nations Ks sufficient rea¬ 
son why the protectlvo policy should not 
bo abandoned.” 

This Ignores the fact that wages In 
this country have always been high, un¬ 
der all sorts of tariffs, and that all the 
high-tariff countries of Europe pay far 
lower wages than does England under 
/ree trade. Should wages ever fall In 
this counlrj' below the^ level of those In 
England the protectionists would be as 
unwilling as ever to surrender the tariff. 
This Is proved by the fact that the cost 
of production of many articles has al¬ 
ready fallen below the European level, 
but the tariff Is still maintained on them 
to enable the producers to exact more 
at home than they are willing to accept 
abroad. 

The Massachusetts Republicans did 
well In Indorsing the action of Gov. 
Crane In threatening to veto the Boston 
Street Railway Bill if passed without 
giving the people a chance to vote on it. 
This was done by a resolution saying 
that public highways must not be di¬ 
verted to private or corporate use unless 
the peciple receive full value for the 
franchise. This Is sound as an abstract 
principle, but the particular reference 
was well understood by all concerned. 


Delusions of the German Press. 

Germans have a chronic complaint 
tbnt the American press makes a prac¬ 
tice of misrepresenting Germany. They 
explain this In two contradictory 
ways—one to the effect that the news 
from Berlin Is colored by passing 
through London, the other that It Is 
manufactured In New York. The Ger¬ 
man press, hot^-ever, without either of 
these reasons to urge. Is continually 
misrepresenting the United States, 

Prominent German newspapers are 
now Insisting that the war news from 
Venezuela and Colombia has been man¬ 
ufactured In the United Slates. One of 
them, however, has seen the Incompati¬ 
bility of this theory with the conceded 
fact that President Castro’s attack was 
reported by a French warship. The 
others, however, ignore this fact and 
treat the news as due to the manu¬ 
facture of American reporters, accept¬ 
ing the alleged statement of Castro 
that the reports originated from the 
desire of the UnHed States to side¬ 
track European interests In South 
America. 

It Is e\ident tliat some of the Ger¬ 
man editors suppose that the people of 
the United States are greatly excited 
over the muddle In South America. 
This, of course. Is absurd. Beyond 
looking out for American Interests and 
the treaty obligations of the United 
States our Government and people 
'take but little Interest In the matter. 
Whatever comic opera features attach 
to iho disturbance are such as are com¬ 
mon to the commotions In Spanlsh- 
American countries. So many conflict¬ 
ing Btatefnenis have been given out by 
the representatives of the several re- 
publics involved In the controversy that 
It has been Impoasible to get a very 
clear idea of the details. Such condi¬ 
tions are common enough in South 
America, and they necessarily demon¬ 
strate the interest that would be felt If 
there was a genuine struggle for some 
definite principle which could awaken 
sj'mpatliy abroad. The petty ambi¬ 
tions of rival revolutionary chiefs do 
not appeal strongly to the people of 
the United States. 

What la the matter with the German 
press is not altogether clear, but it Is 
easy to guess what may actuate some 
of the editors. Just now there is a seri¬ 
ous question among the Germans triem- 
selves touching the proposed new tariff 
and the subject of commercial treaties 
Inseptirably connected with K. The.ex¬ 
treme advocates of protection to Ger¬ 
man agriculture do not desir^ to see a 
commercial treaty with the Ignited 
States ratified. To bead it off they nat¬ 
urally incline to foster any prejudice 
that maj' exist against this country. 
The Idea that the United States are 
antagonizing German commercial in¬ 
terests in South America la, therefore, 
one w'hich they think it profitable to 
diffuse to the fullest extent possible. 
They do this to reconcile the people to 
paying high prices for food in the name 
of protection. Tills Is quite of a piece 
wKh the long-continued effort of the 
protection party In the United States 
to keep alive prejudice against Great 
Britain by alleging that the demand 
for lower duties was due to the Im¬ 
proper use of British gold. 

It is a well-known peculiarity of this 
sort of discussion that, while It orlg. 
Inaies In Interested motives. It Is often 
taken up by others who do not per¬ 
ceive the snare and who rejieat the re¬ 
ports dressed for purposes with which 
they do not sympathize. So long as 
the question of the leirtrlctlon of Amer¬ 
ican trade with Germany Is a live one 
the Agrarian journals will maintain an 
unfriendly attitude low'ard this coun¬ 
try on one pretense or another. The 
newspapers on the other side of the 
question, however, ought to have sa¬ 
gacity enough not to be deluded by 
these tricks. 

The Fall River Troubles. 

The decision of the Fall River op¬ 
eratives to postpone thclr contemplated 
strike for two weeks Is an indication 
that the trouble will probably subside. 
Tbe labor leaders had forgotten that 
three weeks ago the manufacturers were 
canvassing for signatures to an agree¬ 
ment for a 5 per cent, reduction In pay. 
The scheme would have been carried out 
most likely If Mr. Borden had not first 
bought up all the surplus stocks of print 
cloth and then advanced the wages of 
hla own operatives 5 per cent. Mr. Bv>r- 
den had taken the bull side of the mar¬ 
ket with a vengeance, and Ills action 
In raising the rate of pay was In line 
with the expectation that Uicreoaed cost 


of manufacture would help the sales of 
his big purchases. At any rate, none 
the other manufacturers would fol¬ 
low his lead In the wage matter, though 
they dropped the plan of a reduction. 
The operatives, however, who had been 
debating a strike against the reduction 
changed their tune to threats of quitting 
work unless they were paid the Borden 
advance. 

Under the circumstances a compro¬ 
mise Is best for all parties until It Is 
seen whether the cotton goods situation 
Is to get better for the season. The fact 
that the mills have bought only a little 
over half as much cotton this year as 
they did a year ago Is certainly not en¬ 
couraging. Mr. Borden may have judged 
the market right, but If so the men will 
still have time to strike. There Is al¬ 
ways lime for that. 


Stop the Fire Flingers. 

The action of the' police in Chicago 
and New York In preventing meetings 
at w'hich Emma Goldman and Johann 
Most were to speak la amply Justified 
by the conduct of the anarchists both 
here and In Europe rince the aasasslua- 
llon of the President. In scarcely any 
Instance after the Immediate terror of 
the moment had passed have they 
ehow'n any regk’et for the hldeou.s deed. 
The leading Chicago anarchist, paper. 
Free Society, whose editor, Isaac, Is 
Emma Goldman’s close friend, has come 
out with a diatribe against the dead 
President and a covert exaltation of the 
mleeruble wretch who Is how enduring 
the agonies of collapse which precede 
his speedy death in the electric chair. 

Other anarchist organs have followed 
the same course. Meetings of anarchists 
In Europe have not hesitated to ex¬ 
press thch* approval of the assassina¬ 
tion. Such was the course of the gath¬ 
ering In London Sunday, in w'hlch the 
blasphemoua characterization of Czol- 
gosz as a saint was rapturously ap¬ 
plauded. 

The Post-office Department Is said to 
be In doubt as to whether Isaac’s paper 
shall be admitted to the malls, on the 
ground that the law only bars obscene 
publications. That may be true, and If 
the department so decides It will be 
embarrassing to the police authoritbs. 
who have forbidden the distribution of 
the anarchist organ. And yet their ac¬ 
tion seems entirely within the discre¬ 
tion of officers charged with preserving 
the peace. It doea not require a spe¬ 
cial statute against anarchists to au¬ 
thorize the dispersal of a crowd which 
le sure to lead To rioting, or to prevent 
the dissemination of firebrand publica¬ 
tions. No good reason exlsffa for 
permitting these enemies of law 
and order to aseemble together 
and glorify assassination. Czol- 
gozs eays a speech at Cleveland de¬ 
termined him upon hU crime, and yet 
this fanatical woman proposed to repeat 
that pas»lon-inspirlng discourse in the 
very hotbed of anarchy. It Is con- 
sen'atlsm Itself in the exercise of police 
power to put a restraint on such pto- 
ceedlngs. 

The London Outlook, speaking of the 
superior freshness and vigor of current 
American novels as compared w'lth Brit¬ 
ish. says: 

“England Is so populoiis and bo civi¬ 
lized that it may aafeiy be sold that the 
majority of our writers have never real¬ 
ly mixed with the elementary forces of 
the general life. They have never felt 
the potenllallty of the earth, for ahe has 
for them been always more or less un¬ 
der paving-stones, "niey have never seen 
her as Hertha; she has been merely a 
foundation, a seed-bed. a thing to be 
hacked and mined with profit and Im¬ 
punity. They have never broken the shell 
of tho reticence characteristic of the En¬ 
glish gentleman—the reticence that can 
dine opposite a stranger without the 
passing of a word, or neighbor him in a 
railway romance without m> much as a 
reference to that incomparable romance, 
the time-table. This reticence has set a 
seal on much knowledge for many En¬ 
glishmen, and it Is hardly too much to 
say that U has almost sterilized talents 
which might have borne fruit such as 
only comes from the sociable and the 
sympathetic.” 

The fact that more and more the 
American novel Is based upon material 
acquired “first-hand” by the writer, 
while more and more the British navel 
Is the result of conformation to conven¬ 
tional models and inspiration from 
bookr rather than from life, no doubt 
explains In an Important degree the 
growing popularity of the American 
novel In England. 


The attempt of the anarchist, Kelly, 
in London to connect the Interests and 
sympathies of the workinginen with an¬ 
archy and the assassination of Mc¬ 
Kinley Is in keeping with the p<*actlce 
of anarchists, who thus try to borrow 
some respectability by associating with 
them respectable people. There Is no 
more outspoken condemnation of the 
Infamous theories and deeds of the an¬ 
archists than that of the American 
w’orklngmen, and there are few of these 
who would not gladly tie a hangman's 
halter around Czolgooz’s neck. 


President Roosevelt begins hfs much- 
talked-of new policy with regard to 
Southern appointments to office by nam¬ 
ing ex-Gov. Thomas G. Jones as Fed¬ 
eral Judge for the Alabama district.

TWO CASES WHERE THE POST- 
OFFICE DEPARTMENT HAS 
IGNORED KENTUCKY 
PETITIONS. 


Mr. Rising Could Not Attend To a 
Kentucky Route Because Or¬ 
dered Away. 


OUR CLAIW TO ATTENTION. 


It has been supposed that a lack of 
demajid on the part of Kentucky farm¬ 
ers for free rural mall delivery has 
been In great part responsible for the 
fact that Kentucky has so few rural 
delivery routes. The following letter to 
the Courier-Journial from Mr. John C. 
Clay, of Paris, puts a different aspect 
on the case. Mr. Clay writes: 

Your editorials upon the subject of rural 
free delivery. In which you blame the 
former for not applying for the scr\ice, 
astonishes me. In August. 1900, we sent 
a petition signed by about 140 heads of 
famlllea Our Postmaster and Congress¬ 
man, Mr. Gayle, oomplyuig with all the 
requirements of the law, Mr. Gayle filed 
the petition with the proper official. Up 
tq, this time It has been entirely Ignored 
by those In authority. A peUtlon from 
the adjoining county of Clarke, sent at 
tho eame time, has been treated in the 
same manner. When 1 saw In your pa¬ 
per that Mr. Rising was In Louisville for 
the purpose of establishing routes, I Im¬ 
mediately wrote to him. He replUd that 
he had one route for Paris, but could give 
It no attention, ae he was ordered out of 
the State, 

These two routes w'ere mapped over 
splendid turnpike roads. Some of their 
customers are four or flve miles from 
the post-office. There are others in this 
county who would like to have the benefit 
of the service, but are deterred from mak¬ 
ing application for tt by the treatment we 
have received. They think It is only In¬ 
tended for favored aectfons. Censure 
should bo directed to the authorities, who 
are responslhle for there not being more 
routes in this section. 

And yet Kentucky had on the 30th 
dwj* of Juneiajjt only eleven free rural 
delivery routes, while other States have 
many times that num-ber. The State 
has waked up to the Importance of this 
aertice and also to the fact that the 
only way to get tt Is to go after It per- 
slstenlly and with the determlna.tik>n to 
get It. 


MOB’S WORK. 


DEATH OF THE SHELBY COUNTY 
JAILER’S WIFE. 


HASTENED BY SEVERE SHOCK. 


She Was Unable To Rally From the 
Fright Caused By Lynching of 
Ne^o Boys In Shelbyville. 


Shelbytille, Ky., Oct. 7.—[Special.]— 
Mrs. Ben. C. Perkins, wife of the Jailer 
of this county, who died Saturday, was 
buried to-day. Dr. W. F. Beard, her 
attending ph^'slclan, claims that tho 
visit to the jail by the mob which 
hanged Jimbo Fields and Clarence Gar¬ 
nett, two negro boys. Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. hastened her death. Mrs. Perkins 
had been subject to nervous attacks 
for some time, and Dr. Beard states 
that ahe never rallied from the pros¬ 
trated condition In which he found her 
w’hlle the mob was at work at the Jail, 
and he was called to see her. The first 
night the mob made its attempt about 
two weeks ago she was taken 111 the 
next day and was In a critical condi¬ 
tion the night the successful attempt 
to mob the boys was made. 

Dr. Board says that her fright In her 
weakened condition was so great that 
she was almost moribund when he 
reached her. and It was Impossible to 
lally her during the four days she 
lived- Her death, he saj's. was caused 
by nervous prostration. 

To add to this. It Is now rumored 
that threats of violence have been 
made against one of the negro prison¬ 
ers who Is reported to have said that 
he knew the men who came into the 
Jail and could give Ihelr names.

Clluion 
njid even Nelson are abodes of the un¬ 
licensed whisky producers and there are 
siill old moonsWne cha^^cre that aek 
nothing better than a big raid, a hot 
trail and an lmptx>mptu teet of majke- 
inanshlp. But the great bulk of vhe 
men and women from the Eastern 
mountains who used to throng the city 
twice each year for a visit at the Gov¬ 
ernment's exi>enve will be seen no 
more.

Wonderful Growth of Exporting Trade 
Under State Supervision—The 
Illinois Central Docko. 


In a recent iHsue of a New York com¬ 
mercial paper conolderable space is de¬ 
voted to a discussion cf the r^ort of New 
Orleans and the value of Its exporting 
trade a.s compared with New York. Bos¬ 
ton. Baltimore and other seacoaat towns. 
A table of total exhorts since l'A7 puts 
the Urescent City second In the list of 
American ports In value of exporting 
trade. 

A chspter on wharf charges tells of 
the most Important fa^or In the many 
recent advantages of New Orleans as a 
port. It is only within a year that the 
whar\’et have parsed out of the handa 
of the Louisiana Construction Company 
and passed to the control of State ofTl- 
cera. Willi this change there came a 
wonderful reduction In the price sched¬ 
ule. which makes the pon all but free 
to shlppero. The port of New Orleans 
extend.^ over twelve miles of riL'cr front. 
With Canal street as the centra! divid¬ 
ing line, the port reaches to Southport, 
e^ljen miles up the .Mississippi, and to 
• Tialmette. five miles down Ui© river. 
This in the extent on the east, or city, 
bank of the rlvor. On the west bank 
the port embrates Wcslwcgo. the Te 3 caa 
and Padfle terminal; Harley's Canal, 
Orctna, Aiglem and McLannanvIlle. .\t 
the latter station there Is a commodious 
dry dock, while a mile and a half below 
Algiers Is the Government rescrvetloD< 
tlie sits of the monster naval dock. The 
wharves on the city river front extend 
over a distance of four nill^, ojid the 
depth of the water at th^ landings varies 
according to the stags of the river. Hi»w- 
ever. there Is always ample water, and 
even during "slack water.*' or low river, 
vessels can lie safely throe abreast 
alongside the wharves.

London^ Oct. 8 .—(Special Cable.)—

Sofia, Bulgaria, says that the American 
Charge d'AlTalres at Constantinople and 
the Consul and the Director of the Mis. 
Sion at Samakoff have arrived there and 
had a long audience with Prince Ferdi¬ 
nand in reference to Miss Stone, the 
abducted missionary. 

The latter’s whereabouts has not been 
discovered.

The correspondent asserts that the 
ransom demanded for Miss Stone will be 
paid out of the Sultan's own treasury. 
The Irony of the situation In this event 
would be that the sum would form a 
part of the Macedonian Committee’s 
secret fund and be employed In carry¬ 
ing out the committee's revolutionary 
alms against Turkey. 


WILL TORTURE MISS ST6nE. 

Former Consul To Turkey Tells of the 
Brigands* Customs. 

Cleveland. O.. C»ct 7.—”If the ransom 
of Miss Stone is not paid, I firmly be¬ 
lieve her head will be set upon a pike 
pole In the nearest village.” was the 
statement of the Hon. Z. T. Sweeney, of 
Columbus. Ind., former Consul General 
to Turkey, at the Young Men’s Chris- 
thin Association to-day. 

Contlnu'ng. Mr. Sweeney said: *T 
think the kidnaping of Miss Stone was 
done for political purposes. Her cap¬ 
tors wish the United States to seek re¬ 
venge upon Turkey. True to their prom¬ 
ise, the brigands will release Miss Stone 
If her ransom Is paid. If It Is not they 
will cut a finger ofT and send it to her 
friends. Then an ear. and finally her 
head will be put upon a pike-pole in 
•ome little village In Turkey. 

•‘I know them, know ihelr methods of 
operating, and know their history. 1 
have bad numerous experiences w’lth 
them, and whatever may be th^'lr 
faults, they are honorable men as far 
as their words go.” 

MAY GRANT AN EXTENSION. 

Brigands Will Allow Miss Stone a 
Few Days of Grace. 

Washington, Oct. 7.—It la not proba¬ 
ble that the kidnapers of Miss Stone 
will enforce their ultimatum to-mor¬ 
row. although that w*a 8 the date named 
as the last day of grace In her case. 
The danger Is by no means averted, 
however, and the most that can be said 
now Is that there Is a likelihood of se¬ 
curing a short exten.slon by the brig¬ 
ands of the time allowed for the pay¬ 
ment of the ransom. 

The State Department Is busying It¬ 
self earnestly In this direction, evident¬ 
ly acting under the belief that in the 
course of two or three days the char¬ 
itable people of the United States will 
make up the fund necessary to secure 
Miss Stone’s release.

groes. four of w'hom may die, b 3 ' w*hlte- 
cappers late Saturday night in a re¬ 
mote part of the county.

In¬ 
cluding several W'omen and children. 
While walking along the road one of 
them fired his gun In the face of an 
Inquisitive whllecapper who had de¬ 
manded his name. The flash of the ne¬ 
gro's gun was no sooner seen than a 
fusillade of buckshot was poured Into 
the crowd from the roadside. 

Instantly there W'as a scattering cf 
the negroes, and In the excitement the 
wliltecappers escaped. 

ll Is supposed that the whitecaps hsd 
planned vengeance upon the negru**-s 
because of a large number of thefts 
which have been committed recently 
In the vicinity. 

Some of the negroes In the T>Arty 
were Inoffensive and law-abiding, while 
others were known to be ba.l char- 
aciers. 

No arrests have been made, elthough 
there Is much excitement in the nelgh- 
berhood.

From the bids offered, the committee 
will select what It deems to be tho 
beat and report It to the Grand Lodge, 
which meets here October 15. for final 
confirmation. The commlUee*s action 
will no doubt be upheld In the Grand 
Lodge. 

The original time set for opening the 
bids was about a month ago. When 
the matter was taken up It was found 
that only five local concerns had put 
In bids for the work.

Secretary Baer Dellevers An Interest¬ 
ing Address To a Large 
Audience. 


FRANK TAYLOR NOT 

KNOWN IN LOUISVILLE. 


Alleged Crook Captured At Earllng- 
ton Is a New One To the 
Detectives. 


Frank Taylor, who Is under arrest at 
Earllngton, charged with the S7,000 dia¬ 
mond robbery at Paducah, is not known 
In Xioulsvine. 

Taylor, a few minutes after his ar¬ 
rest Sunday night, claimed this city as 
his home. Copt. Sullivan says there Is 
no crook by that name here. “At leas^ 
I never heard of him,** said the Chief of 
Detectives. 

“Taylor might have given them a 
•phony* name, though. You know the 
members of his profession are pretty 
foxy, rn get a photograph In a day or 
two; then I can tell deUnkely. The 
whole thing looks like a comic opera 
plot. There*8 Taylor, charged with a 
big Job like that, traveling around 
leisurely with a couple of women, one 
of them disguised as a man. Then 
when she’s under arrest the tells a 
story that puts to shame anything that 
H. Rider Haggard ever smoked up; 
about how her brothers were cruel to 
her, and rather than expose them and 
bring the family into disgrace she dis¬ 
appears. Of course, she made her story 
strong by claiming that her father was 
weakhy.** 

SCHUMACHER’S VICTIM 

DIES OF HIS WOUND. 


Bullet Had Passed Through Charles 
Emhoff’s Spinal Column—Change 
Charge To Murder. 


Charles Emhoff. who was shot In the 
neck by John Schumacher Sunday even¬ 
ing at Hancock and Green streets, died 
from the wound at the City Hospital 
yesterday morning at 11:20 o*cIock. 

Coroner McCullough examined the 
body, and found that the bullet had 
passed through the spinal column at 
the fifth vertebra. 

EmhofTs father and brother were 
with him when he died. He leaves a 
wife and several children. The body 
was removed to 618 East Green street. 

The charge of malicious shooting 
which had been registered against 
Schumacher upon his arrest Sunday 
night a-as clinnged to murder. The ac¬ 
cused was presented In the Police Court 
and hts case continued until to-day. 
His bond was fixed at 11,600, which up 
to a late hour yestei*day evening he 
was unable to furnish. 

After the tragedy Sohumacher ad¬ 
mitted having done the shooting, but 
claimed that It was done In self-defense. 


••The Society of Christian Endeavor, 
the Trustee of the Posterity of the 
Church of Jesus Christ,** 

This can be properly termed the sub¬ 
ject of the address delivered last night 
at the First Christian church 1 by Mr. 
John Winis Baer, of Boston, secretary 
of the United Societies of the Christian 
Endeavor. 

The address was made to a large 
audience. Including representatives of 
the various local branches of the Chris¬ 
tian Endeavor. The clergymen who 
conducted the religious exercises of the 
meeting were the Rev. A. J. Arrick, the 
Bev. Dr. 8. S. WsUx, the Rev. 8. R. 
Reid and the Dev. Dr. E. L, Powell. 

Mr. Baer's address was retrospective 
and prospective. The backward look 
showed the society was first organized 
twenty years ago In Portland, Me.. In 
a Congregational church, with a mem¬ 
bership of fifty. Now there are 61.000 
societies, with a membership of 3,500.- 
000 . 

“The Christian Endeavor Society, 
said Mr. Baer, **li essentially evangel¬ 
ical in BplrW. No denominational ban¬ 
ners are lowered, but high above all Is 
Christ’s banner. It Is a great Inter¬ 
denominational. Interracial fellowship— 
for Christ and the church.” 

Mr. Boer called special attention to 
the society’s “citizenship work—the 
cleaning up of politico'* 

“Go to the primaries—the fountain 
source,” Mr. Baer enjoined, “but don’t 
Join one party.” 

Mr. Baer then took a look forward, 
and urged his hearers, as members of 
the society, not to worry themselves 
about the method of the work. 

“You should look for quality, not 
quantity, as to membership. Our pledge 
is the society’s backbone, and It should 
be the sifter. The covenant Idea Is es¬ 
sential In all of life’s work/’ 

Mr. Baer Insisted upon subordinating 
the socletv to the church. It was a 
stepping stone. Let the denominational 
spirit be strongly cherished. 

Great stress was laid upon the ne- 
cefslty of reading dally the Bible, a-hich 
Mr. l^r termed “God’s phonograph.” 

Missionary work Is evidently one of 
Mr. Baer’s chief tests of the society's 
work, and In this connection he sug¬ 
gested as a good plan for ral.«lng neces¬ 
sary funds that each member give ten 
cents a week. 

“I^ast year we gave $500,600 for mis¬ 
sions. but If you adopt and carry Into 
effect this plan we could raise $3,500,000 
a year.”_ _ _ 

Ran Down By Coal Wagon. 

A coal wagon ran over Louis Whit¬ 
more at Thirteenth and MarkM streets 
yesterday afternoon and seriously in¬ 
jured him. Whitmore was crossing the 
street In front of an east-bound Market, 
street car. 'The car was dangerously 
ne.Hr him. and he ran to escape being 
run over. As he cleared the track the 
coal cart struck him. He was knocked 
dow’n. and It was several minutes be¬ 
fore he again became conscious. His 
home Is on Twelfth street, belw»*on 
Main and Market. 

Robert Stoneatrset Dead. 

Robert Stonestreet. the eldest son of 
Mrs. Rosa Stonestreet. County Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools, died of heart trouble 
at his mother’s home In Beechmon: 
yesterday morning at ll;40 o'clock. He 
was seventeen years of age, and since 
his childhood had sufferetl with heart 
trouble, which wa^ causeil by rheumn- 
tlsm. He became 111 about two weeks 
ago. There was a sudtlen change for 
the worse on Friday. The funeral ar¬ 
rangements have not yet been made. 


FOUR COTTAGES DESTROYED 
AT HIGHLAND PARK. 


Caught Fire Sunday Midnight and 
Little Could Be Done To 
Save Them. 


Four cottages In Highland Park were 
destroyed by fire about midnight Sun¬ 
day. All wei'e fram^, and were located 
about two miles beyond the city limits. 
They were owned and occupied by John 
Davts. Ben Tyler, Thomas Elshlrc and 
William Maszen. 

The fire started In Elshlre’a cottage 
and spread rapidly.
